8 Immediately he wis aware of the attack, the Doctor at the 
dispensary rendered all assistance possible* but the numbci of cises

24 9-1964 accompanied by the Director of Medical SerMces I was

5 An inquiry was conducted bv the Collector of Kurnool and 
the Director of Public Health The overwhelming material shows 
that the case of the tragedy was mainly due to the pai taking of the 
mid-day meal on the 17th for the following reasons

(2) The Central School was closed on 18-9 1964 as a result of a 

local holiday ,

6 The District Health Officer, Kurnool immediately on his 
arrival on the spot of tragedy, has seized all a\ailable food stuffs, 
mgredients that went m the preparation of food stuffs, uten ils where 
the mid-day meal was cooked, the mat on which the mid-day meal 
was spread, the cloth that was used to cover the mid day meal and 
some of the chemicals like a small gemaxme packet that was found m 
the possession of the cook, along with the samples of motions and 
vomitings from some of the patients under treatment at the hospital 
were packed and despatched to the Chemical Exammer, Hyderabad 
for immediate analysis 

7 The chemical analysis showed negative results as regards the 
mgredients (corn flour, milk powder and butter oil) that went into the 
preparation of food stuffs The scrappmgs of food stuffs that were 
collected from the mat, the cloth, and the utensils Even the Bacterio 
logical examination of the above material showed negative results 
Only the water samples taken from the dis-used well (Nallanabhavi) 
that two out of 3 samples only one was proved to have been contami-

9 There were no cholera cases reported m Maddikera at all 
during this season But a few villages m the rest of the Pattikonda 
Taluk had repoited eases, the last attack being on 5-9-1964 However, 
the District Health Officer, with a view to take possible preventive 
measures to check the spread of infection to Maddikera, had taken action 
m appointing a Cholera Inspector on 12 8-1964 But his services were 
terminated by the Panchayat Board on 1-9 1964 on the ground that 
there were no cholera cases m Maddilcera village During the week 
ending 19-9-1964 a few eases of cholera were repoited from a village 
called 'Guntakal' 'Kothal' which is situated at a distance of six miles 
from Maddikera This village comes under Gooty taluk of Anantapur 
District and is connected to Maddikera by load The .cholera contami- 
nation of well could have been due to some cases imported fiom outside 
the Kumool District, probably from Guntakal Kottal of Anantapur 
District The contammation of watci m the well might have occurred 
by washmcf of clothes of an injected person coming fiom Guntakal 
Kothal 

10 The CARE Oiganisation distributes its food stuffs, i e , corn 
flour, butter oil and non fat skunmed milk-powder to the concerned 
ZiUa Parishad of the District which m turn distributes the required 
quantities to the Block Development Officers The Primary School 
Headmasters withm the Block take theor supplies of CARE Food 
Stuffs periodically, from the sub-depots mamtamed at block level 
The CARE food stuffs required foi the 7 Primary Schools m Maddikera 
were indented m a consolidated indent, and brought by the Head- 
mastei of the Mam Biziai Primary School He issues the daily 
quantities of these food stuffs to the cook for preparation of the mid-day 
meal and distribution Under the existing ciicumstances, the storage 
was found to be satisfactory though not ideal The cook after taking 
the daily requirements of the ingredients like corn> meal, milk-powder, 
fire-wood, salt, chillies and onions, etc , used to prepare the mid-day 
meal m a small Mutt opposite to the disused step well The actual 
cooking was done under a neem tree The utensils supplied to him 
being small he cooks thrice to supply the mid day meal for the entu'e 
group of schools After each cooking he uses to transfer the cooked 
meal on a mat and cover it with a cloth The same cloth was again 
wetted and used on all the three occasions after the cooking was over 
An examination of all the sources of drinking water supply m the 
village showed that this paiticular step well had cholera dibrio Ogawa 
as was found on Bacteriological examination 

11 It IS quite possible that the water of the well, m question 
might have contaminated with cholera Vibrio on 16th During exa- 
mination of cook by Members of the Committee, he has said that he 
wetted a piece of cloth by dipping it into the step well and used it to 
cover the food prepared while it was awaiting distribution He, 
however, retracted his statement It is not difficult to visualise what 
happened On the 17th he had used step-well water not only to wet 
the cloth but also he might have used the water for preparation as well. 
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He might even have done it on the 18th too So, the cause of the 
iragcdy had been the inadvertent utilisation oi the &tep-weil water

12 It may be stated that whiL tlie numbei oi attacks had been 
heavy and also the casuality late was high, medical attention hid 
been given to villagers promptly and vvitu the devotion a^ soon as the 
members of the Pubhc Health and Medical Departments kuty^ about 
the mcident There have been some msmuaaont. that the tiagedy 
might have been due to the sub-standaid quahty oi CARlii sluil The 
xepoiL on the examination ol Eacic lologicai, chemical ana iiiulogical 
an dysis on the suspected cases ot iood poisoning al Madchkcia viUagc 
shows that it is not so The cause was entirely due to unfortunate 
micction of cholera germs Subsequent Bacteriological examination 
conducted at Kurnooi Medical College on mot' on samples collected 
fiom convalescing patients at Maddikera Dispensary between «4-9-1964f 
to 28-9-19G4) also showed 6 positive results out oi S4i specmiens exammed 
lor evidences ot choleia ihis also goes to pro\e that the unfortunate 
mcident was due to cholera 

13 The Govermnent have caicfiilly gone mto the circumstances 
responsible for the death of sciiool children m Maddikera village m 
Ivurnool Distiict and they have come to tlie conclusion that unfortunate 
tragedy was caused by cholera micction The Du ector of Pubhe 
Health and the Dn ector of Public Instruction have been instructed 
to make preparations hygemcally and exercxse greatei supervision on 
the preparations of food by the Education and Health authorities 
it IS informed that the Directoi of Pubhc Instruction is takmg action 
against the persons responsible for lack of supervision over the entire 
mid-day meal programme 

14 Considermg the fact that parents of the children are extremely 
poor people the Government have decided, m G O Ms No 3^78^ 
Health, dated 20-10-1964 that ex-gratia relief of Rs 60 should be 
giv en to children who have actually been affected so that they may^have 
good iood, tonics and recuperate quickly For the parents who**have 
loot their children, it has been decided to give Rs 250 per child both 
for school children o children m Ji. house who had pax taken the food 
brought from the School 

Sn Y Sivarama Prasad — This is a hurriedly piepared state- 
ment In that one point is omitted When the milk powder was 
supphed, we were told that the cook gets two pots of water fiom the 
step-well and pour^ the water m these two pots Then the water m 
these two pots is poured m a bigger pot He puts the required amount 
of milk powder and stirred by the servants After starring, he told 
us that the pot is put on the fire to heat it* It is doubtfS whether 
sufiicient quantity of fire-wood i^» supphed to boil the reconstituted 
miUc adequately It is possible that the infection is carried by this 
water as the malaria germs grow rapidly and multiply themselves
